THE CHINA HORSE. 


—_ oo

In the April number of the “ QuarTrERLY 
Review ” appears a very able article on the 
origin of the domestic Horse, which is not 
without its special interests for residents iu 
China, The author is Professor J. C. 
Ewart, who has made the history and 
antiquities of the Horse a subject of special 
study. It has long been a moot point in 
natural history whether all the domestic 
horses at present existing have proceeded 
from one or several stocks. Had the study 
of the horse commenced in China there 
would have been little difference of opinion; 
and the belief would have been general that 
at least three species have to be accounted 
for in China itself, without reckuning the 
European and Indian breeds of com- 
daratively recent introduction, The language 
itsel€ lends to this conclusion, there being 
two perfectly separate and dis inct names 
for the horse, applying respectively to two 
perfectly distinct types. “Our mag are 
like k'us,” the Hwang-hwang-chi Hwa 
Ballad third of the Luh-ming Decade of the 
Second Boook of the Shi King, tells us :— 

“Our gallant steeds the acviog spurn, 

The reins are pliant in our Lands; 

Urge on the line; nor crayen torn 

Tig Cheo’s dire need our h lp demands. ” 

Going up the Yungtse River but a few 
months ago, the writer found the grooms 

king of their steeds as “ shan kus”, but 
this term, he learnt, was never applied to 
the Mongolian ponies which annually come 
down in large herds from the north, and 
which are always known as ‘mas’. Now 
jt is instructive to find that in the very 
oldest remains we have of Chinese literature, 
the so-called “Book uf Odes” really to be 
translated ‘Classic of Ballads,” the two 
names Ku and Ma are as clearly differ- 
entiated aa at the present day. Along the 
southerly line for instance, we bave 
Chinese k’u, Sanscrit arva, Zend acpo, 
Greek hippos, Latin equus: from the latter 
the name . xtending with the animal toold 
Irish ech, Cymric ep, old Saxon ehu, modern 
Persian asp. The ti pe of this horse is well 
marked ; its colour varies, hut in the main 
it may be described as bay, running to iron 
grey, but never to dun, nor noan, nor white. 
It has asmall well sect head, with prominent 
eyes, small ears very mobile; arched 
neck with fairly pleutiful mane banging to 
one side, and good sized foreluck. The 
withers are high, the limbs fine; the hoofs 
small and delicately rounded and the 
pasterns high and straight. The dispcsition 
is gentle, but readily excitable, and all the 
motions rapid aud intelligent. § 

The Ma is in most respects the very 
opposite. It is usually long, of less height, 
and its withers so low that the back and 
neck form almost a straight line. Its body 
instead of being deep is generally almost 
tubular, and its limbs altogether more 
coarse, aud the bones massive and with 
larger joints. The head is shorter and 
’ wider, and-the jaws heavier and more power- 
ful. The colouring and the arrangement 
of the hair is altogether different. Where 
uumixed, the colour is always white without 
a trace of stripe or bars, and the winter 
coat grows cvarse and long, especially about 
the fetlocks. This is evidently intended as 
a safeguard in snowy we.ther. For the 
par of clearing the snow to enable the 
animal to get at his food when the ground 
is deep in snow, the hoofs are enormously 
spread out, and the metacarpal bones and 
muscles are strongly developed. To pro- 
tect the neck during the heavy snows and 
hitter cold of north Asiatic winters as well 


as from mosquitosin summer, the mane is 


enormously developed, and stands high at 


both sides of the neck, only falling at the 
extremities. Even more characteristic is 
tLe tail, which is long and heavy, the hairs 
reaching almost to the fetlocks, In this 
respect the ma is a perfect horse; alon 
with the other variety of exst and centra 
Asiatic horses to be described below, the 
upper bairs of the tail are formed intu a 
curious wisp, the purpose of which is not 
easily to define. Jn disposition the animal 
is as markedly different as in appearance 
from the K’w; it is sullen and slow in its 
movements, and has not the projecting eyes 
and vivacious habits of the other, nor is it 
so friendly towards its keeper, having 
always a reserve no matter how kindly 
treated. The Mongolian horse is well 
known throughout China, and till com- 
paratively recently was the only one with 
which foreign residents came (to any extent) 
in contact. Even the Afa has, however, 
perceptibly changed of recent years. 

When in 1863 Fane’s and Hosson’s 
Horse left China, their mounts were sold 
on the spot and Mongolians from the breed- 
ing grounds purchased nearly all, avowedly 
for the purpose of improving their stocks, 
So jealous are these Mongol stud-keepers 
of their breed that they will not permit a 
mare to leave the breeding grounds, whilst 
the horses are all castrated, This vractice 
bas undoubtedly preserved the purity of the 
strain, as it bas prevented any other strain 
from getting a footing in China; and it is 
only of comperatively recent yesrs ‘that 
horses have commenced to arrive from 
western srources; between these western 
ponies, and the interwixture of Arab 
atrain, the external appearance of the 
Ma has sensibly improved; while in 
point of speed there is ulso a marked 
difference. Secondary two this is the 
change of colouring. Pure white is atill 
to he found, but does not form as marked 
a characteristic as even a few years ago. 
‘he tendency is towards bay; and iron 
grey and chestnut, formerly rare, are now 
comparatively common. The disposition 
has also undoubtedly ckanged for the 
better, so that tbe Ma will in al) probability 
goon cease to mark a separate strain. It is 
worth while to lock back at his antecedents. 
He certainly at ove time was an inhabitant 
of Europe. Heronotus speaks of the 
wild white horses on the banks of the 
Hypanis which can only have been these, 
but the name goes back much further 
for we meet it in Icelandic Afarr, a steed of 
which Aferr was the female, German 
gives us Marah, x war horse, and Anylo- 
Saxon Mearh, while Irish Marc, and Welsh 
March tell us of its presence in the British 
Isles. European naturalists insist on 
aypropriating the animal as the ‘ Celtic” 
borse, a title to which itis hardly in fairness 
entitled, as its most characteristic abode 
ig certainly Mongolia. But we can go 
back even further, and find it an inhabitan‘ 
ot France during the European glaciation. 
Amongst the engravings discovered on 
reindeer horns in the cave of La Madeleine 
is a horse whose identity cannot be mis- 
taken; he has the same straight neck, 
the same heavy head and jaws, the same 
low withers, and upstanding mane, and 
curiously enough even the long tail with 
the strange wisp at its commencement 
was not forgotten by the aboriginal artist. 
In Asia all the Mongolic lauguages have 
the same name of Marin or Morin with 
which agred the Chinese Ma, or Mo and the 
Korean Mal; while Japanese Uma winds 
up the long list. 

The claim then of both K’u and Ma

secure foundation, and we may accept 
without hesitation Professor Ewarr’s judg- 
ment; but we are not at the end of the 
discussion, for the Professor has _ still 
another claimant to bring forward whose 
claim stands on nearly if not quite as good 
a foundation. The third claimant is the 
Russian Tarpan, au animal which is also 
very much in evidence in middle China. 
It is well known amongst sporting men 
that the colour of a horse has much to 
say to his qualities for speed and indurance, 
acd at first sight the reason for this 
peculiarity docs not seem very evident. 
Further investigation will, however, show 
that colour iu a borse is associated with 
profound changes in his -general anatomy. 
We have spoken of the peculiarities 
of the bay and the white, but there is a 
third scarcely less distinct, whose colouring 
is claesed as dun, Dun is not a definite 
colour, but applied to various shades of 
mouse, fawn or even blue, which fade 
insensibly one into the other, and so have 
come to have a general name applied. Now 
the first thing that will strike one on 
examining n dun horse is that he has a dark 
stripe all along bis backbone, generally con- 
tinued along the tail; the next is probably 
that. he has ears long and close together, and 
almost like a mule’s. Another thing found 
on examination is that more or less concealed 
under his dun colouring are certain bars or 
stripes, which taking a number of in- 
dividuals together, will bea found to follow 
regular pattern. If we now look at his tail 
and his hindquarters, we will find that the 
former is scantily supplied with hair, which 
moreover, like the mule’s also, has a 
tendency to form a brush at the end. The 
animal is by no means a mule, as not only 
does he breed, but what is more to the point, 
he “ breeds true.” Equally marked in his 
temperament ; he is distinctly less intelligent 
than either of his congeners, is slow and 
generally obstinate, more from a sluggish 
indifference than from actual vice. He is 
not, in fact, a desirable animal, The Chinese 
language has evolved no special name for 
him, but in Russia he is known as the 
Tarpan, and is generally assumed to be a 
descendant of the wild horse of the Steppes. 
Now iu the last century, taking as their 
guide Darwin, naturalists were averse from 
allowing multiple origins to our domestic 
breeds, and so endeavoured to class all three 
varieties under one species. Now, however 
this centralising instinct has been consider- 
ably modified, and Professor Ewart is 
disposed to make four species out of the 
domestic horse, the fourth being the Lybiau 
race. This animal does not exist in China, 
eo does not so much concern us. 

This dun variety, Pyofessor Ewart 
shows, is in very close accordance with the 
wild hurse of the pe 1 ae pow known as 
Equus Prejevdiski, and he gives some char- 
acteristic portraits of the two, exhibiting 
their close correspondence in the details 
we have pointed out. The colouring too 
shows a close correspondence, much closer, 
in fact, than will be found to exiat between 
many separate animals. Curiously we are 
pot withcut ancient notices of this borse, 
which CaEsan described as the German 
Horse, and tells us he was neither good bor 
bundgome, in curious accord with the views 
of the modern sporting mao in China. 

Heropotus mentions yet a fourth 
variety amongst the people known as the 
Sigynnae, who inhabited the present plains 
of Hungary. “Their lurses are shaggy 
all over the body to five fingers in depth 
-of hair; they are small, flat-nosed and unable 
to carry men, but when yoked to chariots 
they are very fleet.” Evidently Heroporvs 


to specific rack stands on a practically ' had in his mind's eye the ancestor of the 
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Shetland Pony. This pace Professor Ewaazt, 
is seemingly entitled to specific rank. 

We apparently learn from the distri- 
bution of the horse past and present some- 
thing which many prove useful in 
tees Sagat The Mongol Pony clearly 
had his origin prior to the European Ice- 
Age in western Europe; so had the mem- 
moth and the reindeer. When the climate 
of Europe became too hot, all three ¢mi- 
grated, and we find they must have passed 
through Siberia; the mammoth certainly 
having bis last home in China. With these 
animals likewise emigrated the human race 
of the European Cave-Dweller, and we like- 
Wise find his remain in that peculiar type 
of ‘men whom some ethnographers ridicu- 
lously, love to call “ Mongolians,” who im- 
pend all over Northern Asia, and whom 
Heropotvus denominat:d Arimaspians. . 


VICEROY SHUM AGAIN.

Thang Kwang. Qur Canton correspondent 
forwards a translation of an Imperial Edict 
telegraphically received on May 30th, which 
dispels the doubts as to the probability of 
such re-nppointment, to which doubts we 
gave expression in our issue of May 31st. 
Not only is Sua ordered to return to Can- 


ton, but the reasons given are reasong which 


.we expressly mentioneu as improbable. 


The more Chinese politica are studied, the 
more bewildered may the student be. Sir 
Rosgrt Hart's remark is on record, that 
the more experience of the Chinese he gains. 
the less he feels inclined t:: do :matisa about 
them and their methods; and the piradox 
is by no means stretched. The thing that 
seems most uvlikely, after putting two and 
two together, is the thing that may renlly 
occur, in China, as is the case now. Srum’s 
Te-appointmeut to Canton was considered 
most unlikely. He was known to be anxious 
to maintain a pobition nearer to the Throne, 
and we have had examples of the way in 
which SHum’s own predilections have a 
knack of being gratified. The possibility 
of such re-appointment was not denied, for 
Saum has had an unwanted appointment 
before, and in the light of his previous 
doings, and his “at least nominal disurace,”’ 
We suggested tliat he might be found to 
have been ordered “a gort of gilded exile.” 
To his eyes, Carton is exile as much nearly 
as Szechwan was, but the pill 
been gilded well this time. 

Master, who is, of curse, m 
the Empress Dowager, and probably 
against his own sympathy or antipathy, 
praises SHum’s stern qualities, his guber- 
natorial* strength, his reputation and ex- 
perience, his sincerity and persevering 
diligence in face of difficulties, and tells bim 
he is the one mau whom the central Go- 
vernment has turned to in what it regards 
as & serious emergency. No Government 
servant could hope for a higher testimonial 
than this telegraphed Edict as translated ;

This looks as if there 
had been some exoectation that he would 
do so, some overt indication, even, of his 
reluctance to leave Peking. The next 
remark about hig native place—* Kwangsi 
is only a province under your control and 
jurisdiction; it is not necessary for you 
to shirk your duty because you ara a 
native of that province’—suggests more- 
over that Sum had actually raised 
that plea for exemption. Then, finally, 
His Imperial Majesty peremptorily dis- 
misses SHum’s application for sick leave. 
We were justified, it seems, in declaring 
that Saum would dislike the idea of 
returning to Canton, as he disliked the 
idea of going to Szechwan. He evaded 
the latter by @ truly remarkable course 
of subterfuge and effrontery, and we 
believe in his cleverness and obstinacy 
sufficiently not to be surprised if he fails 
to come to Canton after all. When he was 
Viceroy of the two Kwang he tried re- 
peatedly to get away, and was several 
times foiled in a somewhat amusing man- 
ner. There were those in Peking who 
were afraid of his power and influence 
if he should get nearer the scane of their 
activities, the backstairs at Peking, for 
personal ambitions prevent the — reac- 
tionaries from pulling together. “Here 
is our valient friend and faithful servant 
applying for release from duty, that he may 
come to pay his respects to Us,’ the 
Finpress-Dowager would say, and those 
around would make answer: “Truly he 
isthe best man your Majesty has. Just 
now, at such an important part of your 
dominions, so near to the place temporarily 
occupied by the barbarians, you need the 
stro. gst and best arm you have.” And 
thus there used to come south, in answer 
to his petitions, enthusiastic tributes cf 
Imperial praise, coupled, alas, with orders 
to stay where he was. The Chinese cour- 
tier sometimes finds it better to praise 
than to impeach a man. SHoum's appoint- 
ment to Szechwan seems to have been due 
to a strong series of impeach ments f lowing 
the railway fiisco in Kwangtung; but by 
convenient illu sses, pious divagations, 
and ly putimtly marking time, he put 
off that fate until be could safely get att e 
Imperial ear, and was then reward-d with 
such a. post as he desired, with more 
favourable access to his Patroness. He hag 
been overworking his privilege, and the 
result in all probability is this re-appoin'- 
ment to Canton. Itis hoped that he will 
be as successful now as le was when ordered 
tothe Far Weat. 

Since the forezuving was written, we have 
received a copy of the N.-C. Daily News 
which- contains the following, for which 
our northern contemporary's well-informed 
Chinese correspondent is responsible :

AGAINST PHONETICISM.

It appears that the mania for spelling 
reform, which has set in jn England and 
America, is uot confined to thosa countries, 
A similar movement has for soma tims been 
going on in France where certain persons 
have organised themselves into an Associa- 
tion fur the purpose of obtaining what they 
term a reform of the French language. 
Their chief object is to do away with super. 
fluons letters, and to adopt a spelling which 
will be as far as possible purely phonetic. 
In the main the movement ig very mucn the 
xame as that which has taken place in 
England and America, in the former 
country with very small rewlts except in 
shorthand but which, in the litter, led to 
the comical incident of the President 
sending the manuscript of his Message to 
C ingress to the papers in the reformed 
form, which however did not prove accept- 
able to the editors of the journals, who 
without condescending to any explsmations, 
promptly translated the documant aud gava 
it is ordinary unimproved spelling. 

Mous. B-rtholet of the A alémie Fran- 
gaige contributes a very learned and ex- 
haustive article on the subject to the 
Revue des deux mondes in which he succeeds 
in showing that the alterations proposed 
would serve no uselul purpose and would 
lead to endless contusion. Hs indeed goes 
further and points out that aoy attempt to 
introluce the proposed reformed spelling 
under the authority of the Head of the 
Education Department and iu connection 
especially with examinations would be 
a serious injust’ce and could not be allowed 
in a free countr7—to say nothing of the 
injustice which would also be inflicted upon 
the publishers of stand.rd works, who if the 
new system were established hy authority, 
would be compelled to reprint a large 
number of works. 

A point which is of special interest to 
readers in China is referred to by M. 
B-rtholet in discussing the general merits of 
the question. He proves conclusively that 
in European languages just as in Chinese 
there have alwavs been two distinct form«— 
the written and the spoken, and that the 
former has never been either in ita nature 
or origin really phonetic. This has generally 
been considered a peculiarity of Chinese, but 
it is shown that exactly the same principle 
that «pplies to that language ia also to be 
found in the languages ot uropean countries, 
Upon this he observes that tho rinciple 
dae which the refurmers chiefly ea 
of phonography, that is the neceisity of 
vattblishing an exact conformity between 
words aod their pronunciation. They say 
thut writing is the rapresentation of the 
sound of the spoken word—the image of the 
voice, an opiuion contrary to fact, ag writing 
historically is shown to have- begua by a 
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representation of objects, the first phase of 
which we find among the ancient Mexicans. 
“From this point,” he continues, “ have 
been derived by gradual modifications, 
and very different kinds of signs, the systems 
of hieroglyphics of Egypt and Chaldea; and 
an a-al gous system is still in force with 
the Chinese.” He adds that our alphabe- 
tical systems have their origin in a 
transformation of the hieroglyphic 
signs whose original construction was nut 
honetic. In illustration of his subject 
M. Bertholet gives some startling instances 
of the variations in pronunciation which 
actually exist in the present day in different 
parts’ of France. Such asimple word as 
“moi’’ is pronounced in different places 
moa and moué—as great a variation as is to 
. be found in most words in Chinese between 
the Peking pronunciation and that in 
Canton, Fuvochow or even Shanghai. 
Curiously enough the “ Reformers” have 
suggested as a remedy for this a system 
exactly similar to that which is adopted 
with more or less success in China—that. 
isthe adoption of one special standard of 
ronunciation as a kiud of Mandarin 
Dialect, which ought to be understood and 
adopted by all people of education. He 
sail obeerves that an attempt of this kind 
would be of little use as no amount of teach- 
ing at schools would prevent the local pro- 
nunciation becoming mixed up with that 
which was taken asthe standard. Of the 
truth of this we have ample illustrations in 
- China, where the officials are all supposed 
to speak the pure Mandarin dialect but in 
reality always speak it with variations 
which are sufficient to indicate to the 
Chinese ear what province the speaker hails 
from. The impossibility ofpreserving a given 
pronunciation is in itself an ample ground 
for abandoning any attempt at introducing 
a fixed standard of spelling on a phonetic 
basis; but the French “Reformers” who 
evidently do not intend to be haffled by any 
trifling difficulty, have suggested that the 
aid of the phonograph might be called 
in but, among other little difficulties, 
it is pointed out that the “records’’ for 
phonographs are obtained in wax and that 
go soft a material might be subject to 
awkward mechanical or chemical changes. 
These, however, would probably not he 
greater than in the course of years would 
arise in the recognised pronunciation itself 
go that even with all the appliances of 
modern science, it would prove impossible 
to maintain a phonetic standard of any 
language for any great length of time, On 
the whole we think that most people will 
agree with Mr. Bertholet that the matter 
is one of those in which it is better to leave 
well alone. Even orthography, painful 
as it may be to scholara to recognise the 
fact, is not invariable; much less 80 the 

ronunciation of words. The best that can 
bo attained is a system recngnised by 
general acceptance, but susceptible in sone 
inatances of varieties, the legitimacy of 
which will be recognised or repudiated by 
the educated public.

PUBLIC APATHY.

(Daily Press, 5th June.) 
Ifthe report of the Special Commission 
appvinted to investigate the administration 
of the sanitary laws ‘of the Colony had been 
buried in au official paper inaccessible to 
the general public, the strange lack of 


interest. shown would have been less- 
myrterious. The report has had the fullest 


ssible publicity, however, and it is 
veceedingly difficult to gueas at the real 
reason forthe absence, the marked absence, 
of comments by members of the public. 


For instance, paragraph 166 must have 
touched many citizens, os dealing with 
almost everyday occurrences. It says, “In 
the general cleansing as in the disinfection 
of infected houses, too much power is left 
to the forémen. The inspector makes a few 
notes and gives a few orders, the Medical 
Officer of Health gives far too little super. 
vision, the foramen and coolies have too 
much their own way and pay no regard to 
the wishes or feelings of the people whose 


houses they invade. Furniture must be 
removed into the street, that might have 
been left where it was. Articles washed 
must be washed again, resulting in much 
needless friction. These men eee been 
known t» march into people’s houses and 
extort money by threats of the trouble 
they would put the inmates ‘to, if their 


demands were refused. In the disin- 
fection of bouges, their behaviour is 
characterised by  insolence, rudeness, 


and frequently violence, which of course 
adds to and to a. great extent 
accounts for the hostile feeling of the 
Chinese towards the Board.’’ That is a 
very strong indictment, so strong that the 
Hon. Mr. May, who does not accent it as 
warranted, has described it in a Minute asa 
“lurid picture.”” He would be glad of the 
adduction of facts and of specific complaints, 
because at preseut the absence of such leads 
him to believe that the general cleansing, 
and disinfecting have ‘‘ on the whole been 
carried out with as little inconvenience to 
the public as in the circumstances might 
reasunably be expected”. Now this is one 
of the very points on which members of the 
public can strengthen the position of the 
Commission, if they havenny specific com- 
plaints to make, and if they wish for 
reform. We happen to kuow of one specific 
case in which a gang of uagupervised coolies 
invaded na foreigner's suarters, where the 
Medical Officer of Health did not attend 
at all, where an insolent disregard of the 
reasonable wishes of a contact was shown, 
where ‘‘articles washed '’—clothing folded 
up in covered receptacles that had not been 
touched by the patient—were taken away 


to be re-washed, and where there 
was actually an ignorant and stupid 
refusal by mere subordinates to leave 


the contact sufficient clothes for immediate 
use, so that, but for the contributions of 
friends, even the laws of decency would 
have been outraged. According to the 
Commissioners, there have been many cases 
worse than that. Is the general public not 
neglecting a plain duty by remaining silent ? 
The most complaints, of course, come from 
Chinese, and it is worth pointing out that 
the charges of the Commission nre levelled 
against Chinese subordinates, the guilt of 
the foreign employees being that of neglect- 
ing to look after these rascals sufficiently. 
No one who hus had any experience at all 
can have failed to note how thoroughly 
objectionable a low-class Chinese can make 
himeelf, if left with any show of authority 
at all. It is the nature of the beast to be 
unreasoniogly arbitrary, and where not 
carefully and closely supervised hy those 
paid to superintend his work, is quite cap- 
able of all and more than the conduct 
attributed to him in this paragraph 156.

CHINESE REFORMS. | 


(Daily Press, June 6th.) 

Captain Breinkuey in the Japan Mail 
expresses the conviction that ‘the Middle 
Kingdom is the storm ce ire of East Asia,” 
and goes on to quote ..ith approval some 
Japanese opinions of the hopelessness of real 
reform in China. The writer quoted had 
just returned from a long sojourn in China, 
and is, according to Captain Bringer, “a 
man evidently of considerable weight and 
position.” According to this Japanese 
observer, the movement for administrative 
reform in China has resulted in numerous 
contralictions, and created a situation 
abounding in anomalies. The upshot’ of 
his observations is that Chinese ¢ con- 
servatism is perennial, and that none of 
the apparent progressive impulses can 
have any effect other than temporary 
dislocation. As this pessimism appears to 
be an intelligent echo of obiter dicta 
frequently overheard in many places on the 
China coast, it is of interest to note some 
of its specific grouuds, Allusion is made to 
the benevolent activities of Viceroy Yuan, 
who had the nominal approval and 
support of the Central overnment, 
but whose authority, accotding to this 
contributor to the Aochi, \was actually 
crippled and reduced in various manifest 
ways. He (Yvan) 

‘ad vised in the forefront of his schedale that the 
ow'rs of the purse and of the sword should be 
Handed over to the oantral government. In the 
matter of finance complete failure was the out- 
come, and in the matter of military affairs the 
only issue was that, ont of the six divisions 
organised and controlled by Yuan, four were 
transferred:to the central goverament sod two 
were leftuno'er hiscommand. It was a species 
of compromise which did not amount to either 
fish, flesh, fowl or good red herring. Even 
the Military Academy iu Paoting, which, as a 
nursery of officers, ought necessarily to hava 
passed with the four divisions to the control of 
Peking, remains in tha hands of the Viooroy. 
It has been theoretically handed ovor, bat on 
(he ples that the formalities of traasfer have 
not been fully complied with, the War -Office 
in Peking declines to find fands for the support 
of tha Academy and that responsibility rests on 
Yuan's shoulders. Meanwhile his programms 
having been thas frittered away and his policy 
having proved an abortion. the ready-money 
politicians of China as they are called, no longer 
darken the portals of Yuan's Yamen.” ; 

The good faith and imparti lity of Captain 
BriNKLEY's witness may be considered to 
be somewhat established by his reference 
to the Japanese milifary instructors 
at the Paoting Academy, Whom he do3s not 
hesitate to deacribe as “n disgrace to their 
country,” but whether it is incompetence or 
malpractices that makes them such is not 
stated. The movemeut for sending thou- 
sinds of Chines3 students to Japau he 
ridicules as “a mere fashion without any 
logical basis.” We know that these 
students, on returning to China, have not 
been received with open arms by the 
authorities, but that has been largely due 
to their own indiscretion. They comeback 
often, not as well-informed reformers but as 
impatient iconoclasts, full of maldigested 
ideals that are atill further misunderstood 
by their stay-at-home friends before whom 
they delight to parade their “ enlighten- 
ment.” The “logical basis” for their 
despatch to Japan in the first instance may 
have existed; the Clinese thirsting for 
foreign science would not be content to 
accept it at second-hand, especially 
from their formerly ‘Tn Sised and still 
unloved neighbours, wers i¢ not that 
Tokyo offers it more cheaply aad ex- 
pediently. Still, there is little doabt that 
aven the best of them have been ill-reward- 
ed for their enterprise and diligence. 
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Among those who are not keen re-actionaries 
they have encountered distrust, and at the 
best they have been “appointed to petty 
posts whose emoluments heal suffice them 
to vegetate, and having been left thus in 
obscurity for three or four years, until in the 
refined atmosphere of China their Japanese 
odour has been purified, they become for 
the first time eligible for promotion.” 
That is how a Japanese of weight and 
position, who cannot forget the speed with 
which his own people inaugurated a changed 
régime, regards the situation in .China. 
The foreigner could feel more patience with 
Chinese slower progress if he could safely 
attribute it to pure conservatism, but it-is 
worse than that. Moveicrents even more 
active, and unfortunately with readier 
javour, at Peking, are being directed to 


forcing the hands of the clock back, even 


while men like Yuan are winding it up.

PRINCE FUSHIMI AND “ THE 
MIKADO.”’

For weeks past the English papers have 
been full of allusions to the visit to King 
Epwazrp of Emperor Mursuuiro’s relative 
and representative, Prince Fusuimt. None 
can doubt the enthusiastic nature of the 
welcome extended to the distinguished 
representative of our Allies, and it is a little 
unfortunate that anything should ‘have 
occurred to blemish that cordiality. But 
the withdrawal from the British stage of the 
popular comic opera “The Mikado”, with- 
drawn for fear of causing offence to the 
uation’s guest, was seized upon hy the 
papers as a subject for complaint, and 
auimadversions on the intelligence of the 
officials responsible. Asa property valued 
at £10,000, Mr. W. S. Giizekrt, the libret- 
tist, and Mrs. D'Oyny Caarre, the leasee of 
the stage rights, naturally have ground for 
‘complaint at its enforced disuse; but when 
permission is again accorded, aa it surely 


" -will be, they will find their compensation in 


the remarkably effective advertisement the 
piece has had. Led by most of the journals 
of the country, the public résented the 
arbitrary and, as it is generally contended, 
the unreasonable action of the Lord Cham- 
berlain, and the leading Japaneso residents 
in London hastened to assuré them that the 
public performanca of the amusing burles- 
que was not objected to by them. We quote 
here one of the best letters that has 
appeared on the subject, although others 
have wittily regommended the compulsory 
withdrawal of ¢‘ Hamlet” on the ground 
that it may offend Denmark, and go on: 
Sir,—The relations of the Lord Chamberlain's 
office towards the theatre in this country seem 
to grow every year more ludicrous. Hitherto 
its blunders have been most conspicuous when 
interfering in the sphere of morals—as, for 
examples when a licence which was refused to 
plays by Brieux, Maeterlinck, and Ibsen was 
granted to Education du Prince. But its 
exploits in the political sphere seem likely to 
equal even these in folly. The withdrawal of 
the licence to perform The Mikado is just one of 
those instances of tuwtlesaness which make one 
despair of officials. It was meant, of oours2, as 
a piece of courtesy and deference to Japan. 
Properly considered, it is nothing less than an 
insult to that great people. The Japanese are 
our allies. We respect and admire them for the 
splendid fighting qualities displayed during the 
late war, and for their no less splendid qualities 
of self-restraint and resolution before and 
after it. Yet the Lord Chamberlain treats 


'. them aa if they were children or barbarians! 


If the Japanese,instead of being an Oriental 
race, were a European Power, does anybody 
suppose that a comic opera about them 
written 20 years ago and performed since 
then in every country in the civilized worl, 
including their own, would be suppressed 
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because one of their Princes was visiting Lon- 
don ? Toimagine such a thing is preposterous. 
But the Prince is a Japansse Prince, and 
so the Lord Chamberlain thinks it courteous 
to make allowances for the fact and treat his 
countryman as on a different footing from 
other civilizsd nations. Forgetting ([ must 
suppose) Tsu-shima and Mukden and Port 
Arthur, he hurriedly reverts to the old 
fashicned attitnde towards the Japanese as 
“ that fanny little people, so quaint, you know !" 
and adopts a course of action which he would 
never have dreamed of adopting in the case 
of Germany or France or any Western nation. 
I protest against this “funny little people" 
attitude being adopted at this time of 
day towards a nation that has proved 
itself one of the most gallant and self-davoted 
on the face of the earth. I protest against a 
nation with the splendid intellectual grip and 
clearness of the Japanese being treated as 
children. Most of all do I protest against our 
behaving in this way and imagining that it is a 
courtesy! On the contrary, ¥t is an ignominy. 
To suppose that the Japanese are still smarting 
(if they ever smarted, which | question) under a 
joke originally made 20 years ago, and that they 
now desire its forcible suppression, is to deny 
them all intelligeoce and all sense of humour. 
Put we know, as a matter of fact, that they have 
made no such request. The withdrawal of the 
licence of The Mikado is another signal 
instance of faszy and unjustifiable interference 
on the part of the Lord Chamberl in’s office 
with the theatre in this country. I sincerely 
hope that pressure will be exercised to secure 
the immediate cancellation of that withdrawal 
before we ficd ourselves the laughing stock of 
Europe.

The statement reaches us indirectly tuat 
Chinese revolutionary leaflets are being 
printed in Hongkong. Doubtless this is 
being done with some measure cf secrecy, or- 
“be authorities would soou put a stop to it. 
In this Colony we have no option but to 
regard the Chinese rioters in the neigh- 
bouring Empire as lawbreakers, unentitled 
to support. The Straits Times of Singa- 
pore, in ich we have noticed the 
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statement ‘hat’ peverens is the productive 


source of pamphlets designed 'o “stir up the 
people of China against their Manchu 
rulecs,” is in a position to go further, and 
does so. It roundly offers its sympathies to 
the anti-dynastic movement. This course, 
supposing we were disposed to adopt it, 
would be quite improper for us, as. near 
neighbours of a Friendly Power. But little 
as we approve of the present representative 
of the Manchu dynasty,—meaning the 
Em press-Dowager, and not the Emperor— 
we have no desire to offer sympathy or 
moral support to those at present ia rebsllioa 
against her authority. If there were no 
other reasons for holding aloof, it would be 
sufficient to remember that what our 
Singapore contemporary calls the Reform: 
Party (there is a Reform Party that is not 
anti-dynastic) does not consist of pukka 
patriots. Sentimentally, the spectacle of the 
true Chinese making even a belated effort 
to throw off the foreign (Manchu) yoke 
should appeal to us. but we do not believe it 
is anything so respectable. There has so 


far been no evidence of the bona-fide 
patriotism that should and would 
inspire an anti-dynastic movement. 


Probably if the agitation develops, the same 
political exigencies that required foreign 
intervention against the Taiping Rebels, 
and led to their suppressal by General 
Gorpvon and li Hung.cuana, may again 
have force, It appears that the rebel 
agitator Sun Yat-sen has hopes that such 
foreign intervention may not be forthcoming 
again. 
contemporary: “ When our great object of 
revolutionising China shall bave been 
accomplished,” he writes, “not only a new 
era would dawn upon our beautiful country, 
but a brighter prospect also would be 
shared by the whole human race. Uni- 
versal peace will surely follow the step of 
the regeneration of China, and a gtand field 
hitherto never dreamed of will be opened to 
the social and economic activities of the 
civilised world.” There is a promise there 
of preferential treatment to foreigners if 
they leave the next rebellion a free hand, 
or rather, of better and more favourable 
treatment than (he claims) the Manchus 
have ever permitted. According to the 
Straits Times, which claims some knowledge 
of Sun’s plans, that person having been 
domiciled a while at Singapore, the idea 
was for simultaueous risings all over the 
Empire, athing which we quite agree would 
be most difficult to arrange “in a large 
country like Ghina, where there are 80 
many untrustworthy people.’ The clao 
divisions and provincial aatipathies make 
many “untrustworthy” from the political 
agitator’s point of view ; but it occurs to us 
to suggest that a better word to use would 
be “ mistrusiful.” The Chinese are not too 
unsophisticated to weigh motives, and 
the fact that there is a good deal ot money 
in the rebellion promotion business cannot 
have escaped them. A Chinese gentleman 
whose sympathies are distinctly on the 
side of reform has confided to us his 
hearty abhorrence of Sun Yat-sen and all 
his crew, the latter including a few well- 
meaning gulls but far more rooks. Every 
now and then, lest the supply of sympathy 
and its fruit in currency should full off 
thesc meu have to show some return for the 
monies they receive. That is to them an 
easy matter. It is notorious that in over- 
taxed, Mandaria-ridden China there is no 
lick of di-tricts where popular discoatent 
prevails. There are always, to, restless 
characters keen to’ profit by disorders with 
or without excuse. The campaigao is easy.

_,DESERTIONS FROM THE POLICE. 

The dissatisfaction which was manifest in the 
Hongkong Police some time ago at the low rate 
of remunerati6n consequent on the high dollar 
has begome acute again, resulting in two men 
having resigned and three others having deserted 
during the week-end. It has always been the 
subject of complaint, once men came out here, 
that their position was not so good financially as 
they had expected and naturally this state of 
affairs has led to dissatis action which existed 
none theless though scarcely expressed. or 
instance, constables receive £100 a year which 
at present does not work out at 80 a month, a 
wage which is decidedly inadequate for - 5 
European. Others are littls better off, and it 
seems fair to assume that something 
will have to be done in the way of offering 
better wages and ensuring that the better spe 
of men will rem&in in the Cervics. 

With regard to the resignations, there were 
men who had joined locally and whose notice had 

ired. Two of the deserters were discovered 
to have absented themselves on Sunday and the 
third was missing the following day. There is 
no doubt that they have all left the colony. «

RENT D SPUTE. 

Judgment was given by his Honour in the 
action in which the Col ‘nial Treasurer sued Lo 
Tum for the recovery of the sum of $1,365, the 
amount of rent for certain quarries in the New 
Territory for the months of January, I’ebruary 
and March 1907, Mr. Morrell, from the Crown 
Solicitor’s Office, appeared for the plaintiff, and 
Mr. Otto Kong Sing represented the defendant. 

His Honour said the case was brought for 
the recovery of the rent of quarries under a 
Crown lease. For the defence it was stated 
that the defendant had written to the Registrar 
General cancelling the lease and resigning his 
position as tenant. The Registrar General 
accepted the resignation and cancellation and 
forwarded it to the Government for confirma. 
tion. The Government neither confirmed nor 
refused the cancellment but did what was the 
same aS confirming it by requesting the 
Registrar General to find another tenant. The 
case was adjourned to hear the evidence of the 
Resistrar General, and a ter hearing that, his 
Honour said he could not do aoything else than 
find for the jefendant. There wonld be judg- 
ment for defendant wi h costa. 

Jn the other case where the Colonial Treasurer 
proceeded against Lo Fui on a similar claim for 
$450, Mr. Otto Kong Sing applied for a rehear- 
ing, the case having been adjudged against (he 
defendant, but execution deferred, pending the 
result of the previous case. 

Mr. Morrell did not raise any objection and 
the order for re-hearing was granted, 

CLAIM FIR WAGES, 

J. E. Watson claimed from A. C. Maomillan 
and another for $1,000. Mr. E. J. Grist ap- 
peared for the plaintiff und Mr. Holborow from 
the office of Mesars.

Chan Ki, of 237 Wing Lok Street, gentleman, 
sned David Sassoon and Co., Ld, of 84 Des 
Voux Road, merchants, to have an account 
taken of what, if anything. was due on a 
mor' gage dated ‘December 3 'th, 1903, and made 
between the plaintiff of the’ first part, Lo 
Koon-hing of the second part and the d-fend- 
ants of the third part, and to redeem the 
Property comprised therein. 

Mr. M. W. 8lade, instructed by Mr. C. D. 
Wilkinson (of Messrs Wilkinson and G- -ist) 
appeared for the plaintiff, the defendant being 
represented by Hon. Mr. H. E. Pollock, K.C., 
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instructed by Mr. H. W. Looker (of Messrs 
Deacon, Looker and Deacon). 

The statement of claim set out that 
indenture of mortgage dated December th, 
1903, the plaintiff assigned to the defend- 
auts a parcel of ground registered in the 
Land Office as section A. of Inland Lot No. 
797 by way of mortgage, to secure the 
payment to the defendant company by one. 
Lo-Koon-hing, the compradore of the Yetond. 
ant company, of any monies due by the 
said Lo Koou-hing as in the said indenture 
provided, Oa November 28th, 1906, the defen- 
dant company gave notice to the plaintiff that 
there was then due by the said Lo Koon. hing 
to the defendant company under obligation as 
compradore, the sum of 3300,(00, and in the 
month of December 196, the defendant company 
entered into poeruen of the sail mortgaged 
property, and have since collected rents and 
profits thereon, Th: plaintiff was ready and 
willing to pay whatever sum, ifany, was further 
due to the defendaot o mpany under and by 
virtue of thesaidindent .rv of mortgage. The 
plaintiff claimed an scoount of what, if 
anything, was due and owing by the plain: iff 
company under and by virtue of the said 
mortyage, and redemp tion. 

The defendants admitted in the statement of 
defence that under the provisions of the 
indenture of mortgage referred to in the 
statement of claim, they now held section A. 
of Ioland Lot 797 as security for the payment 
to them by Lo Koon-hing of the sum of 
$407,231.58 which sum was dna and 
owing by the said Lo Koon-hing as their 
compradore. The defendants denied that 
the plaintiff was either ready or willin 
pay to them the said sum of $417,235.58 or any 
other sum which was due to the defendanta 
under and by virtue of the said indenture of 
mortgage, 

Mr. Slade stated that while not ready to pay 
the defendants the amount they claimed, his 
client was perfectly willing to pay everything 
that was due. Before dealing with accouats, 
he wished to say a word regarding the 
procedure in a redemption suit. Here wo 
followed the home practice. As soon as the facts 
were admitted that a mortgagor had, when his 
mortgage was admitted and he was admitted to 
be mortgagor— that was to say, that the assign- 
ment he bad made was admitted to be by way 
of mortgage and not by way of assignment, 
then the mortgagor was at any time absolutely 
entitled to judgment for redemption. 

Mr. Pollock said the mortgage was not in the 
ordinary form, and asserted that so long as 
there was a claim against the compradore there 
could be no re-assignment—no redemption. 
The plaintiff had not established any right to 
redeem. Defendants had a olaim, and on that 
claim had taken possession of the property, The 
agreement signed by plaintiff specified parti- 
cularly that the European books of the defendant 


( firm were to be taken as conclusive proof of the 


amount due. The books were kept in detail 
and reasonable inspection would be allowed. 
| Apart from any suggestion of fraud, Mr. 


Pollock argued that the books must be taxen 


as conclusive, Ail he had to do was to show 
that his client has suffered a loss on any 
contract for which the compradore was liable to 
take away the right of redemption. 

After argument on legal points His Lordship 
ordered accounts to be (akon: inquiry made, 
and inspection given, He gave judgment on 
clause 12 of the agreement between the parties 
and on the power of sale, an ultim.te form of 
judgment to be given in the event of it being 
held to be included in the mortgage. Any 
question of interpretation to be raised sp-oially. 
Accounts to be taken in three months, with 
liberty to apply for an extension of time.

The statement of claim showed that the 

laintiffs were owners of the steam 
munch Hoi Po, and were shipbuilders 
carrying on business’ at 29 Wing Wo Lane. 
Defendants were the owners of the sunken 
hulk S¢imfield, and carried on business at 3 
Pedder Street. The hulk Sfanfield foundered 
and sunk in Yaumati Bay during the typhoon 
of +eptember 18th. It continued to be and 
was ou October Q2ist, at the time of 
the happening of the injury hereafter 
menfioned, in the possession, and under 
tion, management and control of the 
defendant company. The said hulk was allowed 
to remain annk in 8 position dangerous to 
navigation withoat sufficient steps being taken 
to indicate ber position, or warn approaching 
vessels of it. Prior to Octorer 2)st the 
defendants had been directed by tho Harbour 
Master to affix alight to the said sunken hulk 
for the purpose of indicating her position, and 
on the day in question there was no light affixed 
to \He said hulk, nor anything to indicate her 
position, At 10.30 on the night of October 
2ist the Hot Po, while on her way from 
Mongkokt-ni to Hongkong, could not and did 
nit see the sunken hulk, owing to her position 
not being indicated, and in consequence came 
into collision with the said sunken bulk, 
unlighted as aforesaid, at a time when the tide 
was jvst op the turn, and as the tide ebb d the 
Hot Po gridually sunk. In consequence of the 
injories sustained by the Hot Fo by reason of 
the said collision, the Hoi Po was unable to 
earn aoy profits from (october 22nd to November 
12th inolusive. ‘J he plaintiffs had also incurred 
expenses in raising and refloating and repair- 
ing the Ho: Po. The plaintiffs therefore 
olaimed @4°23 damages, made up as 
follows :— Loss of profits, $50 a day, from 
‘October 22nd to November 12th, $1,100; cost 
of raising the Hot Po, $1,800, and cost of 
repairs $1,123 

The defence set forth that the defendants 
did not know and oould not admit that the 
plaintiffs were owners of the Hor Po, but 
admitted that plaiutiffs were shipbuilders. 
They further admitted that up to Beptember 
18th, 1906, they were the owners of the halk 
Stanfield, bat stated that prior to October 21st 
they tad abandoned the hulk to the Yaug- 
tee Insurance Co. Ld., the insurers there- 
of as being a total loss. They denied 
that cn October 2lst the hulk was in their 
possession, and under their management, direc- 
tion or control. It was also admitted that prior 
to October 2!st the defendants bad been 
requested by the Harbour Master to affix a light 
to the sunken hulk, but denied that they were 
under any obligation to affix such light. On 
October 2ist the hulk was, at all material times 


‘lighted with a red single light showing all 


round. Defendants did not admit that the 
Hei Po on October 21st-came into oollision 
with the hulk, or was injured in any way, 
and say that if the Hot Po did collide with 
the sunken hulk it was owing to the negligence 
of those in charge in not keeping the proper 
lookout, and in navigating the /Y7oi Po in an 
improper and reckless manner, and at an ex- 
cessive speed, 
- Sir Henry Berkeley submitted that under the 
law. notwithstatiding what passed between the 
Yangtsze Insurance Company, and the defen 
dante, the hulk remains in the possession of the 
latter. A ship could only pass from one to 
another in a particular way uoder the Merchant 
Shipping Act. The claiming from an insurance 
company on a total loss does not in any way 
the property. His position was that 
in law the defendants were the owners of the 
hulk on the day the Hot Po struck her, andeven 
if they were not pwuer they were ia actual 
posseraion, management and control of the

R. Nielsen, manager of the plaintiff Com- 
pany at Hougkong, said he employed the 
defendant who signed a preliminary agree- 
ment for three years, At the end of that 
time he signed the agreement before the 
Court, which made his appointment definite.

A DISPUTED MORTGAGE. 


His Lordship decided on some of the: pre- 


limioary points in the application brought on 
last week to set aside a-deed of mortgage. 
The parties were Long Kee of the firm of 
Messrs, Fook Wo Chong, merchants carrying 
on business at 386, Wiog Lok street and Ng 
Wai, merooant, carrying on business in 
Hoogk ug. The Hon. Mr. H. E, Pollook, 
K.C.. and Mr. H. G. Calthrop (instructed by 
Mr. A. G. Jackson of Messrs, Johnson 
Stokes and Master) appeared for the plaintiff, 
aod Mr, M. W. Slade “(ineceusted by Mr. G. K. 
Hall Brutton) represented the defendant. 

His Juordship said :— 

The agreement to engage the compradore, 
signed immediately after the mortgage which 
was given as security for the compradore’s due 
performance of bis duties, and the fulfilment of 
hia liabilities as such, should on general principles 
I think be construed, as far as necessary and 
possible as one document with the mortgage 
security, for the mor(gage contains an extended 
summary of those daties and liabilities. I do 
not think this general principle is affected by 
the fact that the agreement is made use of: for 
the purpose of completing the security by the

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AN ENGINEER'S DEATH. 


Mr, F. A. Haseland, sitting as coroner, oon- 
ducted on the Sed June at the Magistracy 
an inquiry concerning the death of Sapper 
J.C. Kelly, of the Royal Engineers, who oa 
May 26th succumbed to injures received by 
falling from a scaffolding at Weltington Bar- 
racks, The jury consi-ted of M-ssrs, W. H. 
Parcell, R. Aitken, and L. N. Alvares, 

Lieut. Fraser, R.A M.C., et ted thet on May 
2éth Sapper Kelly was brought to the hospital 
in an unconscious condition, with large bruises 
on the back and right side below the ribs. There 
were slight abrasions on both shias, as wall as 
over the toes on both feet, He was breathing 
rapidly, Witness wis able to feel two fractures 
of the skull. Dvath was due to multiple 
injuries, 

Corporal Mounce, R.B, said that he was 
orderly corporal and remembered oalling the 
roll at 1' p.m. on May 26th. Sapper Kelly 
answered to his name. He was then sitting 
on his bed and appeared to be all right. Lights 
were turued out at 1.15 and deceased shoald 
have been in bed then. At 11.15 witness, while 
standing on the verandah of tho first floor, 
heard a crash in the dir.ction of the bamboo 
scaffolding and saw something heavy fall. The 
body struck the sosff.lding three times before 
reaching the ground, Witoess at once went to 
see what had happened and saw the body of a 
man lying dinlce the verandah, With two 
companions he hurried below and found Sapper 
Kelly lying on his back unconscious, Ho had 
the body at once removed to the military 
hospital. 

Lance Corporal Pascoe, R.E., spoke to having 
seen deceased in the canteen on the night in 
question, He bad had several drinks. At the 
north side of the barracks there isa bamboo 
ladder, up which he had seen Sapper Kelly 
climb about a week before his death, He 
cautioned him about it, telling him that it was 
not safe, but in spite of that he saw Kelly on 
the ladder a day or two afterwards. 

Coy. Sergt. Major Vigar said the deceased 
arrived in the Colony in December, 905. Ha 
was very obedieat bat gave way to drink to 
some extant, being very easily led. 

His Worship remark-d that noone saw him 
fall, but it was obvioas what had happened.

COLLISION IN THE HARBOODR. 


“CHUISING " BUNK. 


On June Sth a collision took place in 
the harbour between the German steamer 
Chotsing outward bound to Bangkok and the 
German oil steamer Verona inward bound. Par- 
tioulars were difficult {6 obtain last night but 
the message from Green Island received at 5-45 
was to the effect that the collision took place in 
the middle of the Sulphur Channel, and that 
the Choising sank, stem downwards, opposite 
the gunpowder dépét. The Verona proceeded 
back to the harbour and anchored off the 
Standard Oil Company’s godowns. 

The Choising, which belonged to the Nord- 
deutacher Lloyd Orient Linie, was a steamer of 
1,021 tone, Only her stem is under wat r, the 
after part remaining intact and her engines 
--going, Before darkness set in, it was noticde 
she had steam up. No lives have been reported 
lost. Doubtlesss the collision took place in the 
- blinding equall that occurred after four o'clock. 

Following the above report of the 

collision between the German steamer Chorsing 
outward bound, and the German oil steamer 
Verona, inward bound, a representative of the 
Datly t’ress visited the wreck uf {be former vessel. 
A little distance beyond the Naphtha Godown 
at West Point the as. Chovzaing lies hard 
by the shore on a rocky ‘and aueven bottom, 
her stern and propeller showing above the 
water line, while her stem is submerged almost 
to the main deck, and the ship's bell at low 
tide floats above the water like the bell of 
the Inchcape Rock. The shore in the 
vicinily is strewn with hatch covers and 
matting which formed part of the cargo. 
Here we might pause to correct an error 
regarding Cuptain Simonsen. It was stited 
in a previous report that he was in command of 
the Choist: g at the time of the collision, This 
is not so, The‘Captain had relinquished his 
post some days previously, being succeeded by 
Captain Raucbfuss, who bas bad the misfor- 
tuna to comé to grief in his first command, 

Putting off in a sampan to the wr.ck 
our reporter sought and found Captain 
Rauchfuss who staled that on Weduesday 
afternoon, at about fifteen minutes past four 
o’clock, he cast off from his buoy opposite the 
China Merchants’ wharf, steamed through the 
two fairway buoys and proceeded through the 
Sulphur Channel. In frout of him was the 
Verona, pessing on the other side of Green 
Ialand. Wheu he got nearer hesaw her on tha 
right side of the Island rounding a bend, and 
making to cross the channel, Ag the Captain 
was of opinion that he could not pasa her on 
that side, he altered bis course to port, 
put the Verona kept on as before. When 
he altered his course to starboard he blew 
two blasts on his whistle, and on steering 
further to the left, sounded tha whistle twice 
again. The Veroaa’s whistle was then sounded 
once, which meant that she was going to satar- 
board, whereas it should have been sounded twice. 
The last whistle blew too late, and when the Cap- 
tain saw that.a collision was imminent he put bis 
engines full astern. About a minute after- 
wards, at about 4.36 p.m., the vessels collided. 
The Verona was travelling aboutslow, while tha 
Choising’s engines indicated full steam ahead, 
but assteam was not then up, she would not be 
travelling at her seagoing speed. At the 


time of collision the Choising had a 
general cargo of 800 tons, and carried 
about twenty Chinese deck passengers. 


Although the Verona stood by after the collision 
she did- not lower any boata, so when the Captain 
found that his ehip was making water fast, her 
‘starboard bow being opened up from tho deck 
to the keel, he immediately pat out two boats 
and landed the passengers, Then he beached 
his ship. 

Captain Dobronz, of the Verona, stated that 
on the morning of the collision his vessel had 
feached port from New York, laden with oil 
and general cargo, and dropped anchor in the 
Dangerous Goods anchorage. At four o'clock 
onthe same afternoon the anchor was weighed 
and the vessel proceeded outside of Green Island 
to cross the Sulphur Channel, and steam 
alongside the Standard Oil Company's wharf. 
Choising was observed bearing down as the 
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Verona steamed slowly for the Hongkong 
side of the channel. The latter vessel blew 
one blast, aud Choising responded with one, 
which meant that the Captain was to continue 
on this course, He was therefore surprised 
when although there was sufficient room 
for the Choising to pass on the Green 
Island side of the channel, she bore over towards 
him. It was then that he blew one blastand 
stopped his engines, but instead of answering 
the Choising went ahead, and when close to the 
Verona blew two blasts. Then the Captain 
ordered full speed astern, but it was too late. 
Within a minute the vessels struck, and the 
Choising having speed on, ran aground. After 
standing by for a time the Captain took hia shio 
to the wharf, where it was found that her bow 
was slightly damaged, and that she was making 
water. 


TWO SUSPECTED SUICIDES. 


The pond at the Cotton Mills, !East Point, 
seems to have special attraction for those 
wishing to end their days, Within the last 
two days, the bodies of two women have been 
dragged therefrom. Suicide is suspected in 
each instance, . 

The body found in the pond on May 30th 
has been identified as that of a woman who is 
said to have been half demented. Her mother 
has been ill for some weeks, and deceased 
continued to nurse her until Thursday, when 
they had a difference. Because the mother 
asked for a cup of tea, the daughter told her 
that she was giving her too much work to do. 
‘The mother replied that if the daughter did 
not care to tend her, she could return to her 
husband. The daughter. left the sick bed, and 
is believed to have jumped into the pond and 
drowned herself, : 

The body discovered in the pond yesterday 
morning was found to be that of a woman about 
40 years of age. 
violence on the body, and as jewellery was found 
on the person of the deceased, the inference 
drawn by the police is that it was another 
case of suicide. The woman has not yet: been 
identified.

SOLDIER POSING AS A PARSON. 

-The police have arrested and handed over to 
the military authorities a man who has been, to 
put it mildly, having a good time at the expanse 
of several people in the Colony, His name is 
given as Brown, but in some places he has been 
known as Jones. At any rate he is a plump 
ruddy young man, pleasantly spoken, with ano 
accent suggestive of Wales. When first he 
became known -in civil life he told a story of 
having purchased his discharge from the Army 
and having received an appointment with the , 
Dook Company. He took rooms atthe Y.M.C.A- 
and afterwards moved to Pelham House. Here, 
he contrived to lose $2''0, which he said heehad 
in his pocket book and which he must have 
dropped in the street. Of course the inevitable 
followed. Heborrowed money to tide him over 
his temporary difficulties, while he declared 
that he would get a cheque book and avoid 
such contingencies in fature. One of the 
men from whom be obtained a loan pressed 
bim for repayment but he always had 
some excuse as to his inability to have 
access to his cheque book. Hither it was 
at the Y.M.C.A. or the boy had locked his 
trunk. At any rate his cheques were never 
produced. Determined to wait no longer this 
creditor accompanied him {o his residence one 
night and told him he could obtain a cheque 
from a mutnal acquaintance, To this Jones— 
he was Jones at this time —consented, but bafore 
this little formality could be put through there 
was 8 corporal at the door who insisted on Jones 
putting on his hat and accompanying him. 
‘Chen it transpired that ke was wanted as a 
deserter. Nothing more was heard of him for 
a time. This week, however, some people who 
-knew him in Hongkong happened to be in one 
of the Kowloon hotels and were surprised to 
come across Jones. ‘The latter at once made- 
himself scarce again, but he fell into the hands 
of the police on ‘Thursday, Apparently he had 
broken out of barracks and went across to 
Kowloon where he board+d at the hotel and 
afterwards resided at a private house where he 
posed as the Rev. Mr, Hope. Jn this character 
he talked about having been asked to preach in 
the Wesleyan Church on Sunday but did not 
think he would so as he was not feeling very 
well.

SIMPLE CHINAMEN. 


The simplicity of the Chinaman is regarded 
as one of those qualities that really does not 
exist, but experience here proves that the n tive 
from the country is very guileless indeed. This 
is particularly seen in the ease with which some 
designing man can kidnap them or entica them 
into contracts the meaning of which they do 
not realise. The emigration fraffic lends itself 
to abuses in this way and aeother illustration 
of this was furnished on Wednesday night when 
two coolies jamped from off the s.s. Ajaz, near 
Green Island, Neither of the men could awim 
but apparently they did not like the idea of 
being taken to Singapore and accordingly thraw 
themselves overboard, Fortfnately for them 
the Harbour master’s launch was in the vicinity 
and picked them both up, one man being in a 
very exhausted condition. They were sent to 
the Central Police Station where they told 
their stories. ‘They alleged that they were 
enticed on board by a hawker whom they could 
not recognise. Une man said that he told the 
hawker he was looking for his brother and 
the latter informed him that he was on the 
Ajaz. When he went on board he was iu- 
formed that his brother had gone to Singapore 
whither it was insinuated he should follow him. 
As bis protest was not very vigorous he did 
not realise what was happening until the vessel 
steamed out of the harbour.

HONGKONG POST OFFICE. 


The report on the Post Office department for 
Ah year 1906, published in the Gazette reads as 
ollows :— 


: STAFF. 

1. Of the higher Officers Mr. E. C. Lewie, 
the assistant postmaster general, was on leave 
from lith July and r. A, J. Reed, 
the accountant, from 30th ay, till the end of 
the y ar. 

2, Among the clerks, sorters. and shroffs, one 
was pensioned, two resigned, two were dismiased 
and two died and one was transferred to another 
Peparemess In Shanghai two olerks resigned 
and one was dismissed. 

3. Three new appointments were made to the 
Western Branch Post Office which was re- 
opened on let July. 

MAILS, 

4. The number of mail bags and packets dealt 
with in the General Post Office, Hongkong, 
amounted to 160,921 as againat 138,897 in 1905, 
Further details are given in Table I. 

REGISTRATION AND PARCEL BRANCH. 

5. Registered articles and parcels handled in 
Hongkong shew a very considerable increase 
namely 770,¢20 sgainat 638977. The total for 
the Administration, including Shanghai and 
British Agencies in China, is 926,387, an inorease 
of 183,597 as shown in Table II. 

6, During the year ending 31st December, 
1905, 3:'5 articles and 5 parcelsevidently intended 
to’ be despatched by registered or parcel post 
were found in the drop box of the General Office. 
They were sent to the registration branch and 


_ forwarded. 


7. An arrangement for the transmission of 
insured letters direct between the Straits 
Settlements and Hongkong came into force on 
the 1st December, 1906. 

8. On the {9th September, 1906, 2 meseenger 
of the Kwong Man Fung firm was found guilty 
at the Criminal Sessions of obtaining by means 
ofa forged signature and seal four registered 
letters from America, he was sentanced to five 
years hard labour. 

REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 

9. A statement of revenus und expenditure is 
given in Table ITI. Revenas amounted to 
$420,454.'4 shewing an increase of $5,615.85 
over that of 1905 and an excess of $11,454.54 
over the estimate. kxpenditure came to 
$359,484.08 and the profit on the Department 
1o $60,969.96 or 144 per cent. The very con- 
siderable saving on the estimated expenditure 
is principally due to the higher rate of exchange 
which affected sterling payments for transit 
charges and mail subsidies. Increase in working

ll. With the exception of inward orders 
from Japan and silver dollar countries the trans- 
actions of the Money « rder Offic shew a 
substantial inorease over that of the previous 
year. The orders from the Straits, Borneo and 
Federated Malay States shew a remarkable 
falling off since the Straits dollar was fixed at 
2s, 4d. The issues by Japan in 1905 were 
abnormal,gone Chinese firm alone in Daitotei, 
Formosa, remitting $13,000. There is a drop 
in 1906 of 200 orders in the number issued by 
the Japanese Post Offices in North China to the 
British Indian Troops who sent their remit- 
tances to India through the intermediary of 
Hongkong.

EXTENSION OF POSTAL FACILITIES, 

17, Pillar Boxes were erected and daily 
deliveries started at Pokfulam on 21st March 
and at Kowloon City on 3rd October. In 
Victoria three new willae boxes were placed at 
certain points on the higher levels, 

18. The total number of articles collected 
during the year from all pillar boxes was 
122.894 as against 48,119, 66,746 and 92,170 
for the three previons years. 

19. The Western Branch Post Office was re- 
opened near the Canton and Macao Wharf 
with a view to meeting the requirem:nte of 
Chinese correspondence, principilly to Canton, 
in co-operation with the Imperial Chinege Post 
Office which now is in a position to displace the 
private letter carrier-system.

registered articles, and the revenue from the | 
sale ot stamps amonnted to $14,724.2) against 
an expenditure of $1,8' 9.95. 

20. In Shanghai extensive alterations and 
additions were made to the | ritish Post Office 
and there is now sufficient space for dealiag with 
the very large amount of mail matter passing 
through that office. The accommodation for the 
public has been much improved. 

21. An agency was opened at Tientsin on lst 
October. The monthly expenditure averaged 
$687 and the revenue $800, The amount of 
mail matter handled shews that it proved of 
convenience to the public. 

22, The New Branch Office at Kowloon was 
completed on lst September and occupied a few 
days later. The temporary office on the Star 


Ferry pier was completely destroyed in the 


Typhoon a fortnight later. 
DEAD LETTER OFFICE. 

23. The total number of all articles returned 
to and despatched from Hongkong amotnted to 
71,668, viz., 34,924 of the former and 36.644 of 
the latter showing an inorease on those reported 
in the previous year of 8.183, 

24. ‘Ihe following correspondence failed to ba 
delivered at this offlea, viz, Foreign letters 
8,980, post cards 1,534, other articles 6,240, 
local letters 946, post cards and other articles 
1,301. 

25. The practice referred to in last year’s 
report (posting of coin in unregistered letters) 
still continued, 58 such letters were deteoted, 
and where the sender’s name and address could 
be diacovered returned. 

26. Among the unregistered letters retarned 
to thia office some were found to contain 


cheques, bank notes, drafts and local and im- | 


perial money orders. 

27, There were 65 post cards posted bearing 
neither name nor address of party for whom 
they were intended and many of them lacked 
the sender’s name, 52 cards bearing imitations 
of postage stamps were also posted uddressed to 
the United Kiogdom und being prohibited 
there were returned to the ssnders where 
possible, 

28. In the mails from other contries 1,216 
articles were found without address, of which 
393 were delivered to claimants. For the 
rest no enquiries were made. 

GENERAL, 

29. During the Typhoon already mentioned 
two bags of mails containing ten registered 
articles were lost in the 8 8. Apenrade. 

30, On the 2nd October a mail recovered 
from the wreck of 8.8. Akashi Maru was

THE P.CM.O..8 REJOINDER. 


On Mey 6th the members of the Lagislative 
Council were put in posses-ion of copies of a 
Minute by Dr. Atkinson, the Principal Civil 
Medical Officer, dealing with the report of the 
Sanitary Commission. 

Dr, Atkinson notes that during his absence 
in 19 0,a popular s.itation was made against 
the’ Government on acconnt of continuance of 
the plague, and becanse several Europeans were 
attacked that year. A great bid was made then 
for a Muvicipal Council. “In the winter of 
19 1-2 a general cleaning of the city was 
effected, and the sanitary slaff increased. The 
co-operation of the Chinese was solicited. 
Plagae still continued. At much less cost, 


cfeaning has gone on since, with ex 
cellent results, particularly “a marked 
diminution” in the average number of 


plague cases during 19 '4.05-06. as compared 
with the previous three years. The inorease in 
1906 he attributes to water scarcity interfering 
with cleansing. 

The Commission's report as a whole, Dr. 
Atkinson oalls ‘‘onjudicial in tone.” It has 
“vague sweeping and serious findings” un- 
supported by the evidenc>. “It is not so much 
what is said as what is inferred that I consider 
unfair.’ Some inspectors had sinned, bat it 
was unfair to brand the whole body, which 
contains, he is pleased to testify, “many 
stra'ghtforward and trustworthy men.” He 
comments that ‘ overand over again distinctly 
leading questions” were pat to witnesses. 
“Dumping” was in vogue befora the plague 
came. It is not a fact that rat-catching 
orolies have beea almost left to their own free 
will—foremen and inspectors have always 
supervised. ‘Che Commissioners did not under- 
s'and the Government method of controlling 
expenditure. Proper books were kept, It was 
absurd to suggest that he ever slighted the 
Sanitary Board, and he does not know “ what is 
meant by ignoring the status of the Secretary” 
(para 331). “This reference to the one-man- 
system, and indeed the whole paragraph ig 


The Paris Mutuel paid 
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simply another way of stating the opinion of 
the Commissioners that there should be a 
Municipality.” 

“Shortly after my return to the Colony in 
19 ‘1 I wrote in to the Government and strongly 
recommended that the Sanitary rd be 
abolished and a Sanitary Department be ap- 
pointed and I am still of the opiosion either 
that this hould be done or that a Municipality 
should undertake the Sanitary Administration 
of the Colony. I doubt very mach, however, 
wkether there are a sufficient number of public 
spirited cilisens who have the interests of the 
Colony sufficiently at heart to undertake thie.” 

To conclasioo, Dr. Atkinson, who comments 
ou many other paragrapha, states that sioos his 
return to the Colony the work of the Medioal 
Department has increased so much that he feels 
he cannot with justice to himself con’ inua to 
undertake in future the administration of two 


such large departments as the Medical and 


Sanitary.

DISTURBANCES ALL OVER CHINA. 


A _ Hangchow dispatch reports that there is 
much discontent in Shaoshing prefecture at the 
additional taxes that have been levied by the 
officials of the Boat-tax Bureau there. A arge 
mob attacked the Bureau outside the city of 
Yiiyao, almost destroying the place. A guard. 
boat, moored near by, was also attacked and get 
on fire, as the crew— only about adczen men all 
told—were too weak in numbers successfully to 
resist the turbulent mob, who also badly wound- 
ed some of the men. Not satisfied, with what 
they had already done, the mob next turned 
attention to thea -new district high school and 
primary school, the furniture of which was 
almost destroyed. Fortunately, the scholars 
had been removed in time, for as soon as the 
authorities heard that there was a possibility of 
the schools being attacked the students were at 
once set free for the day.

I am not, let mo say, an owner of Chinese house 
property, but I am familiar with the fact that 
the Chinese people generally are paying higher 
rentals now than they were before the new 
tions came into force, and, with all respect 
to the Colonial Secretary, I make the suggestion 
that his figures are delusive. The solution of 
the pussle appears to me to be this: Grant that 
the rateable values show no marked rise or fall 
in rents of Chinese houses generally, but bear 
in mind that the enforcement of the regulations 
with regard to cubicles has had the offect of 
reducing the number of tenants per floor, and 
if there has been no decline in rentals, we are 
forced to the conclusion that individually the 
Chinese tenants have to pay for the additional 
they are compelled by the law to occupy.

I come now to the question as to whether the 
drastic regulations have tended to drive the 
Chinese away from the Colony. The Commission 
reports that the tendency of Chinese to send 
their families away is becoming more and more 
marked, but no explicit reasons are stated for 
the exodus. Indirectly, of course, the report 
suggests a good many. The Colonial Secretary 
however, disputes that this tendency exists, and 
rebuts the finding of the Commission vi 
quotation from the latest census report, from 
which it a rs that there has been s decrease 
of 780 adults in the Chincse land population in 
Hongkong and Old Kowloon, but an increase 
of 6,855 adult females and something like 6,000 
children. We are farther told that “the 
number of families in the city of Victoria is 
returned as 25,974, as compared with 25,123 in 
1901. ” These figares, the Census Officer thinks, 

“may be regarded as satisfactory evidence that 
family life among the Chinese continues to 
inorease, taking the Colonyasawhole.” | nfortu- 
nately no tables of statistics are published with 
the cansus report which show the increase in the 
number of Chinese families in the Colony “asa 
whole,” and [ think many will hesitata to accept 
the Census Officer's conclusions that the 
inorease of female adults which is shown along: 
side a decline in male adults is satisfactory 
evidence of the increase of family life. It is 
notorious that in recent years there has been a 
large inflax of Chinese women of an undesirable 
type ioto the Colony owing to repressive 
measures in some distriots of the mainland; 
and how far this may account for the 
extraordinary feature of a large increase in 
female adults which corresponds with a decline 
in male adulta there is no statistical information 
published with the census report to show. 

Let us consider the matter in the light of the 
Bay table of statistics Bomar which specifi- 

cally relates to the number of Chinese families. 

‘This table is confined to the ten registration 
distriots of the city of Victoria, and it shows an 
increase of 85{ families in a period of nearly six 
ears. When we see that the former rate of 
increase (taking the average of ten years, 1891- 
1901) was 1,100 a year, the evidence of the in- 
crease in family life which the last census report 
affords cannot strike one as very satisfactory. 
Does it not rather confirm the statements of 
the Commissioners on the subject? The total 
increase for a period of more than five years 
falls far short of the average rate for one 
year in the previous decade. It is not 
unfair to conclude that it is very 
probable that the old rate of increase was 
maictained in the city until] the new Regula- 
tions came into force, and that thereafter set in 
that marked tendency the Commissioners note 
among the Chinese to send their families away 
from the Colony. Since the 1901 Census was 
taken I think t may say several hundreds of 
Chinese houses have been built in the oity, 
especially in 1902 and 19 3, so that on the 
score of accommodation there has been no 
resson why the former rate of increase in family 
life should not have been maintained. There are 
scores of Chinese houses in the city vacant now, 
and it is something new to old residents to see 
so many houses “to let” in the very heart of 
the Chinese business quarters. Is this dae to 
high rentals, a horror of the sanitary adminis- 
tration, or bad trade—or all of them combin- 
ed? TI leava the question for the reader to 
decide as he pleases.— Yours &o.

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REGISTRAR GENERAL'S REPORT. 


The report of the Registrar-General for the 
year 1906 is published in a supplement to 
the current Gasette, Here are extracts :— 
The revenue collected during the year amounted 
to $177,284 21 and exceeded the amount collected 
in 1915 by $4,836.82. The estimated revenue 
for the year was $1/0,250.00, The principal 
increase are under the }.esds—Hawkire aod 
Markets. The number of hawkers’ licences was 
14,165 compared with 13,782 in 1905. The 
“increase of $3,976 in the revenue from the lease 
of market premises comes principally from the 
‘Central, Western and Hunghom Markets, but 
the new Mongkokteui market also contributes 
. This market contains 40 stalls and by the 

ist April they had all been let at a monthly 
cemtal of $104.50. In the usual course vents 
began to find their proper level and had fallen 
to $79.90 in December. The’ New Western 
Market was complete during the year and 
by the end of November the poultry and 
fish-dealers had been transferred from the 
old to the now market. The tensots complain 
that there has been a great falling off in their 
business since their removal to the new pre- 
mises and I believe there is some foundation for 
the complaint. The accommodation provided 
for the poultry dealers has been found in- 
sufficient. The licensing of Postmen and 
Postal Hongs was taken over by the Post 
Office on. the Ist May, and the licensing of 
boats by the Harbour Department at the close 
of the year. The total expenditure during the 
year was $36,947.46 compared with $31,761.32 
in 1905. Of this increase $3,734.98 were spent 
on the Census which was taken on the 2lst 
November. The actual expenditure fell short 
of the estimate by $9,415.45, of whioh a little 
over $8,500 is dne to the height of 
exchapge and cbanges in the staff. The 
number of women detained under warrant 
was 160 compared with 262 in 1905 
299 persons were admitted into the Po Leung. 
Kuk. Of these eight were runaway maidser- 
vauts, The total number of persons sent by 
the Registrar General {o two institutes during 
the year was 31, 10 to the Itzlian Convent, and 
21 to Miss Eyre's Refuge. The number sent 
under warrant was six and seven respectively. 
; Both these places of refuge have been visited 
more than once during the year. Miss Eyre’s 


-has been lately moved into more roomy and 


suitable premises. In two cases in which the 
production of a girl, when called for, was 
guaranteed under bond, the amount of the bond 
has been forfeited. 

Theexamination of emigrants is conduoted 
by the Assistant Registrar General and ocoupied 
about 109 hours; this is exclusive of the time 
spent by the Registrar General in re-examining 

; cases, Out of 11,071 women and 
chi examined before embarkation, 35 or 
0.32 percent. were detained for enquiries as 
against 78 or 0.69 per cent in 1905. 3 cases 
were still under gonsideration at the (end of the 
year. Of the remaining 32, 6 or 19 per cent. wera 
ultimately allowed to leave without any order 
being made, as against 34 per cent. of {he emi- 
grant examined were going to the Straits ettle- 
ments, On two occasions during the year I have 
visited ships taking Chinese third olass passen- 
gers to the Str#its Settlements and have been 
successfyl in detecting a certain number of 
cases in which men or boys were being taken 
sbrosd under false pretences. It is expected 
en opportunity will soon be given to discuss the 
whole question of emigration to the Straits 
Settlements with the Secretary for Chinese

There is no 
direct emigration to Samoa from Hongkong. 
but it is believed coolies are taken from the 
neighbourhood of Hongkong and Canton to 
Swatow and embarked there. In Junea pla. 
card was found posted in Queen's Road pur- 
orting to be a letter” Addressed by a Chinese 
bourer ia Samoa to his clansmen complain- 
ing of ill-treatment. The emigration from 
Swatow appears to be conducted under regula- 
tions made by (the Chinese Local Authorities. 

During the year 52 hotel-licences and 36 
emigration house licences were issued. The 
former houses accommodate men and women, 
and are patronised not only by intending 
emigrants but by visitors to Hongkong. The 
boarding houses are made use of by male 
emigrants or returning emigrants, of the 
labouring clase. The increase in the number of 
licensed emigration-houses is satisfactory, and 
may be attributed perhaps to the supervision 
exercised by the Police. One European 
Sergeant is detailed to board emigrant ships 
and visit emigrant houses, and reports re- 
gularly to the Registrar General. 

The work of enlarging the Central District 
Watchmen’s Quarters at Tapingshan was 
completed on the lst March. The balance to 
the credit of the fund on 31st December was 
$10,276 as against $9,452 for the preceding 
year. The total expenditure for the year is 
less by $7,253 than for 1905, but this is more 
than accounted for by the small expenditure 
on new quarters—$3,607, compared with 
$12,347 for the previous year. Wages show 
an increase of $749, The item rent has now 
disappeared from the accounts. It was in 
1897 that it was first decided to build 
quarters for the watchmen, cince then quar- 
ters in which all the watchmen are now accom- 
modated hava been built in Taipingshan, at 
West Point and at East Point. Ons hundred 
and sixty-eight convictions were obtained 
before the Police Magistrate through the in- 
strumentality of district watchmen. The Dis- 
trict Watchmen Committee met eleven times 
during the year. The Committee lost by re- 
signation the services of Mr. Chat Pan-po, a 
gentleman universally respected. Mr. Choa 
Leep Chee was appointed to fill the vacancy. 

Tbe number of marriages solemuized durin 
the year was 125, as compared with 149 in 1905. 
Twenty marriages were contracted at the 
Registrar General's Office. 225 permits were 
issued tu fire crackers on the occasion of Chinese 
marriages, as against 292 in 1905.. 8t. 
Andrew's Churo, Kowloon, (Govt. Not. No. 
865 of 196) and the Wesleyan Chapel, 
Aberdeen Street, (Govt. Not. No. 1,080 of 1906) 
were licensed for the solemnisation of marriages. 
cis Births registered during the year were as

Four hundred and sixteen (416) births were 
registered during the year in the West Point 
registration offices in Victoria. The total 
number of Chinese births registered in Viotoria 
shews 8 slight increase over the number for 
1905. Ono two occasions the Chinese Press 
bave kindly inserted a notice pointing out the 
benefits of registration and these are no doubt 
better appreciated than they were.

It is difficult to see how to increase the 
proportion of births registered. Without 
domiciliary visita it is impossible to ascertain 
where a birth has occurred. Something may be 
done to make regisiration more convenient 
an increave in the number of offices but it is not 
certain that convenience of itself is = eufficiont 


inducement to parents to report.a-birth, It is 
time a district office was opened at Hongkong. 
The registers of births and deaths at the 
Shamshuipo district office were destroyed in the 
y bai of the 18th September, but copies of 
the entries up to the 30th Juue had already 
been made and forwarded to the Registrar 
General's Office. Three hundred anil thirty-six 
permita were issued to exhume human remains 
for removal to China or for re-burial in the 
Colony. Six hundred and six certificates were 
issued by the Police for removal of bodies from 
the Colony. . 

Vaccination returns hive been obtained from 
the villages. They are not quits satisfactory, 
bat at any rate a commencement has been mado 
with the keeping of a record. Tho officer in 
charge of Kowloon City office thinks that in a 
number of cases where the children have been 
vaccinated no certificate is received by the 
registrar. This is probably true not only of 
Kowloon City but of Shankiwan, Yaumati and 
other out-districts ay well. Tho inoreage in the 
number of vaccinations is most satisfactory. 
House-to-house vaccination was carried out by 
the Public Dispensary doctors in Victoria ia 
the old season of 1905-1906,—531 vaccinations 
were performed—and is being carried out this 
cold season not only in Victoria but in Yaumati 
aud Hunghom as well. 

The funds of the Tang Wa Hospital are 
in a satisfactory condition, the credit balance 
at the close of the year being $17,782.28. The 
expenditure was $72,519.63 as against $67,644 
in 1905. A trusted employee of the hospital 
absconded at the end of the year and dofaloations 
to the extent of $5,927.95 were discovered, 
This amount was made good by past and 
present directors of the hospital and others. A 
small committee was appointed to enquire 
into the keeping of the accounts and to 
recommend what safeguards should ba adopted, 
and their report was submitted to His 
Excellency the Governor. Thera aro cortain 
disadvantages connected with a complete change 
every year in the personnel of the Board of 
Directors and to reduce these and to obtain 
continuity I have invited sixteen gentlemen 
to assist m9 as an Advisory Roard. ‘[hisis an 
informal body not provided for in the 
constitution of the hospital but its duties 
are purely consultative. All members are 
past directors and eight 
acted as Chairmen, On more than one 
occasion’ I have found their advice of great 
value, The hospital has vacated the old dis- 
pensary building and leased it to the Po Leun 
Kuk, and ont-patients are now seen in the h 
of the new wing. The Government has sanotion- 
ed the establishment of a hospital for Chinese 
in the Kowloon Peninsala and promised to 
provide a site, A committee has been formed 
and estimatsa of the cost of erection and 
maintenance have been drawn up. $37,850 have 
been sibscribed but it was thought unwise to 
open a public sabsoription list until after 
Chinese New Year. A public meeting has been 
held at Yaumati and the hospital will receiv 
I think, the active rupport of the inhabitanta 
of Yaumati and Hunghom. 

The Chinese Public Dispensaries were in- 
stituted in March last under the style of Tang 
Wa Hospital branch offices. It has now been 
thought better to sever a connection—which 
was almost nominal—and to ragard them as 
distinct institutions, At the close of the year 
8 committee of nineteen. was formed to under- 
take the charge of the dispensaries and it is 
hoped ultimately to obtain fuller support in 
Victoria by the formation of local committess, 
similar to those which man the dis 
saries in Yaumati, Hunghom and. Kowloon ne 
The dispensary at Kau Ue Fong for 
central part of the town was completed on the 
4th Septembor at a cost of $1,732.50. The cost 
of the building and of the furniture and equip- 
ment will not be a charge on the pispooeary 
funds, thanks to the generosity of a 
Kom-tong who made a gift of $2,000 for that 
arpose. The site cost $3,391. One-third of it 

already beon promised and I am 
that rchiprwarn | eine will be fortheom- 
ing.

The 
number of infants brought to the office is less, 
buat itis satisfactory to find that &67 infants 
were treated at the five dispensaries, ‘Ihe 
practice of leaving dead bodies in the streets is 
more prevalent than it was in 1905 but 
this is due to the increase in infactious diseases. 
Thirty-three patients were received into the 
Kowloon Plague Hospital mostly from Yaumati. 
The hospital was built as was mentioned in my 
last report at the expense of Kowloon City and 
neighbourhood, but the cost of maintenance 
during the year was shared by Huaghom and 
Yaumati. ‘The hospital—which was a matshed 
—disappeared in the tpphoon of the 18th 
Beptember. There is every prospect of the local 
committees in the Kowloon Peninsula opening 
district plague hospitals in 1907. A district 
plague hospital was opened at Nos. 63 and 65, 
Third Street in Saivingpun, and 18 persons 
were treated there. It is managed by the local 
committee and is under the charge of the 
PuBBe dispensary doctor. The Government 

as provided a sum of $1,CU0 for 1907 as a grant- 
in-aid to these hospitals. 

Early in the year a petition signed by 300 of the 
principal inhabitants of the New ‘Territories 
was presented praying for a reduction in the 
rate of Crown Rent. The prayer was met by 
an undertaking to fix the present rents for 75 
years and the decision of the Government was 
accepted. In May a petition was received from 
the inhabitants of New Kowloon complainivg 
of the difficulty they experienced in complyirg 
with the building laws. In consequence of a 
decline in the value of house property in Victoria 
a petition was presented in May signed by 63 
Chinese land-owners praying for a 1e-valuation 
but it was impossible to accede to their request 
as the right of appeal had lapsed on the 6th 
April. The loss of boats in the typhoon of the 
18th September resulted in the iesie of a large 
number of new boat licences and duplicate 
licences, as damaged boats were repaired and 
new boats bought or bailt. Between the 19th 
September and the close of the year the number 
of licences issued was :— :

The fees for duplicate licences were remitted 
by the Governor-in-Council. The cargo boats 
that escaped undamaged and hoats brought to 
the Colonly from Canton and elsewhere, made 
big profits out of the necessities of merchants 
and sbip-owners. Charges seven or eight 
times those paid before the typhoon were made 
by cargo-boats, and the Government realising 
the necessity for attracting boats to the 
Colony and for hastening the repairing of 
wrecked boais and the building of new ones, 
sanctioned a charge of four time the legal 
fare. On the 23rd November wen it was 
thought the state of affairs had become 
normal, it was decided to enforce the legal 
scale of charges under pain of cancellation of 
licance. The site of the second typoon shelter is 
under consideration. The boat-people prefer 
Kennedy ‘Town ifa shelter could be buit largo 
enough to accommodate all the boats that 
might seek safety there. Failing that they are 
in favour of a shelter at Mongkoktsui. “in 
February and the early spring it was necessary 
to again have recourse to water boats to supple- 
ment the supply of water through the mains. 
The scarcity was felt more particularly in the 
Western part of the town but the Chinese 
business quarter was also affected. The great 
depreciation in the value of the local subsidiary 
coinage was felt by the Crown tenants in the 
New Territories when the Government decided 
to refuse to accept amounts over two dollars in 
subsidiary coin. The retail business of the 
Colony among the Chinese is transacted in 
subsidiary coin, and insistence on payments 
being made in legal tender was equivalent to an 
increase of ‘seven or more per cent. in the 
Crown rent. The site selected by the Chinese 
for their small-pox hospital did not meet with 
the approval of the Medical Department. It is 
difficult to find a site in the neighbourhood of 
the town which meets the latest requirements 
of sanitary experts, and in the case of small-pox 
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seeing that this last loan is for absdlately

“Shum Chun Heun memorialized praying 
that t'e Edict issued appointing him parmanant 
Viceroy of the ‘wo Kwang may bs; recalled 
and-a-tapable official bs chosen to fill that 
position &. I (Emperor) bear in mind that 
Shum Chun Henn is ill and has not yet recovered. 
Bat Kwaogtung is an important Province and 
at present (here are insurrections in Yamchow 
and Limchow. Many officials in the Yew Ping 
City under the Chaochow Prafecture have bean 
assassinated by the rebels. I (Emperor) doubt 
that Chou Fu is equal to cops with the present 
state of affairs. Unless an official whois known 
to possess stern qualities and of -groat reputa- 
tion, combined with a thorough kuowledgs of 
the place, he will not be able to keep the rebals 
in check, You (Viceroy Shum) have hitherto 
performed yeur duiy with a sincere heart ad 
will not decline to carry out your duty even 
if it were most toilsome work and created 
enmity When you were formerly Viceroy 
of that province the schemes you adopted 
to guard against insurrections were excellent 
and most appropriate. Therefore on this occa- 
sion you are purposely appointed Viceroy of tha 
Two Kwang and you are requested to proceed to 
Kwavgtung and takenp the position as soon as 
possible. You are also reqnested to devise a 
thorough scheme to adjust matters in that pro- 
vince, to protect the good and to exterminate the 
evil people, to eradicateall evil calamities. For 
generations your fam'ly have received Imperial 
favours. Atpresent the Government is going 
turough hardship and difficulties. It is your 
duty to endeavour to do yenr best to hulp the 
Goverument, to do your utmost to quell the 
rebellion and console the Throne who is now 
very anxious about the present state of affairs 
inthe Kwangtung Provioca. You are firmly 
requested not to deciina to accept the appoint 
ment. Kwangsi is only a provinces under your 
control and jarisdiction ; it is not n-cessary for 
you to shirk your duty because von are a nafive 
of that province.

Government troops picketted around the place 
but everything is quiet and seems as usual. This 
morning (Friday) two Chinese men of war 
arrived in port aad following them came the a.s. 
Kwangtak with 1,000 more men. I should not 
be surprised if the whole affair blows over in a 
day ortwo.

PIECE GOODS. 

Messrs. Noel, Murray & (‘o.’s Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods trade, dated Shanghai, 
30th May, 1907, states :—It is somewhat difficult 
to start a report on the trade this week; on the 
one hand there are distiuct signs of an improved 
enquiry, and on the other the commencement of 
what promises to become a disastrous series of 
failures in the trade hugalready commenced. One 
which will bear rather heavily on some of the 
“foreign import houses of Piece Goods and Yarn 
comes about fhrough the sole proprietor of a 
native hong and yarn. ‘The others are brought 
about by overtrading in Dyed Fancy Goods 
chiefly of which the market stinks, to use a 
native expression. A time of great anxiety is 
before the trade most undoubtedly, and it will 
require the greatest tact and nerve on the part 
of all, our bankers especially, to avert disaster. 
As regards the better feeling, the re-shipment 
movement of American goods is extending and 
at the same time inspiring native holders with 
more confidence. This is being supplemented 
by the buying up of several cheap parcels of 
goods with which importers had been left by the 
indentors. So long as such arrangements can be 
made a panic will be avoided, and as there is no 
possibility of doing any fresh business the whole 
attention of the trade should be applied to liquid- 
ating the heavy stocks at present lying in godowns 
here, and so put things ona proper basis again. 
It will take some considerable time if fresh 
supplies are allowed to come along, so the best 
thing will be for the banks to refuse to finance 
outward shipments for a period. Some such 
drastic measure will be absolutely necessary 
before the trade can possibly recover from the 
flagrant overtrading that has been such a marked 
feature of the past few years.

The sales are about equally divided 
amongst Nos. ]0s., 128., and 20s., amounting to 
1,815 bales in all, for Tsingtau, Kiukiang and the 
River Ports respectively, prices being about

Report of Messrs. Ilbert & Co., dated Shanghai, 
May 3lst, 1907 :— The market has remained 
steady but very quiet during the interval, as is 
customary at this season when the greater part 
of the inhabitants of the country is engaged upon 
field work, and the few re-sales recorded are of the 
usual hand-to-mouth order. The agricultural 
state of the country as compared to this time last 
year is exceedingly favourable, for whereas last 
year there were severe floods covering large and 
iupcrtant areas in many parts of the country 
within the Yangtsze basin, this year the first 
crops in most districts are reported to be very 
good, as also are the conditions for the commence- 
ment of the second crop and the planting out of 
rice. In the north also, favourable cron reports 
are to hand from Chili, where a sufficiency of rain 
has fallen, while the steady purchasing power for 
imports which Shantung province has evinced for 
some time past is iadicative of good conditions 
there. The reverse side of the picture is not sa 
rosy, the past week having seen the demise of a 
large native dealer of both ability. and well res- 
pected connexions, but who, at 2 moment when 
the termination of the very long period of de- 
ression that has afflicted our market was almost 
in sight, has chosen a particularly unfortunate 
time to die, and the liquidation of his considerable 
liabilities in uncleared cargo will in all proba- 
bility mostly fall open the foreign importers con- 
cerned, Another dealer who is heavily committed 
to contract is reported to be in difficulties, and it 
may result in the shaking out of one or two more 
amongst the small class of dealers, which would 
be an unmitigated blessing for the trade as a 
whole. In spite of these unfortunate contre- 
temps, the majority of the native dealers are 
inclined towards a more sanguine view of the 
situation, prices at auctions having been well 
supported, while holders of stocks are in most 
instances very firm and have here and there been 
able to establish a slight advance in prices. In 
American goods some further quantity for re- 
shipment back to America has been closed, but 
the quantity is not believed to be important. 
Better advices in from Mukden regarding the 
state of trade there has, however, resulted in some 
speculative purchases from stock to the extent of 
three to four thousand bales of Sheetings, the 
particulars of which have not, however, been dis- 
closed. Home markets appear to have entered 
upon another upward career judging by the con- 
tents of a few private telegrams which have been 
reported to us, and all possibility of any fresh 
augmentation of stocks here may be regarded as 
safely at an end for many months to cone.
